No  action  was  required  under  Section  47  of  the  National  assistance  Act. 

The  following  comments  are  included  by  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health; - 
Supply.  This  is  adminstered  by  the  Mesteven  Water  Board. 


(a)  Generally  speaking  the  supply  was  adequate  in  quality  and  quantity. 

(b)  During  the  year  173  samples  or  raw  water  and  329  samples  of  treated  water 
were  taken  by  the  Water  Board  officials.  112  of  the  samples  of  raw  water 
were  unsatisfactory  and  21  of  the  samples  of  treated  water  were  unsatis¬ 
factory. 

Two  chemical  analysis  were  made  during  1966.  (See  pages  13  aud  14) 

■  a  table  showing  the  fluoride  content  of  water  from  various  sources  appears 
on  page  12.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  natural  fluoride  content  of  water 
in  this  area  is  very  low  and  artificial  fluoridation  will  be  required  to 
bring  the  content  to  the  one  part  per  million  necessary  for  dental  health, 
but  the  Water  Board  has  not  yet  found  it  possible  to  start  fluoridation,

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  1966. 

agreement  was  reached  with  the  Proprietors  of  a  Cafe  on  the  Great  North  Road 
for  the  travelling  public  to  use  the  toilet  facilities  provided  for  patrons,  the 
Council  financially  assisting  with  the  cost  of  maintenance.  Good  progress  was  made 
on  the  Grantham  Borough’s  scheme  for  new  Sewage  Works  at  Marston  to  replace  the 
existing  broad  land  irrigation  system  and  this  will  expedite  the  laying  of  sewers 
in  those  villages  on  the  line  of  the  sewer. 


It  will  be  noted  in  the  report  that  good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  laying 
of  sewers  in  the  larger  villages,  but  unfortunately  the  smaller  the  village  the 
greater  is  the  cost  of  laying  sewers  to  provide  facilities  for  each  house.  In  a 
Rural  Area  of  this  size  and  with  such  a  small  density  of  population  this  service 
must  be  expensive  when  compared  to  the  more  densely  populated  areas. 

The  "Squeeze”  unfortunately  affected  schemes  that  would  otherwise  have 

materialised. 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  turned  down  owing  to  the  increase  in  cost 
that  obviously  must  have  been  incurred.  I  had  hoped  that  the  Council  would 
introduce  a  pilot  scheme  of  paper  sacks  replacing  the  dustbin  in  one  of  the  more 
urban  type  of  areas,  but  again  the  extra  cost  proved  a  deterrent. 

During  the  year  Mr.  Wells  qualified  as  a  Public  Health  Inspector  and  this 
addition  to  the  staff  resulted  in  more  time  being  given  to  the  routine  work  of 
the  department,  food  preparing  premises,  petroleum  installations,  housing  surveys 
being  given  far  more  attention  than  has  been  possible  in  the  past. 

I  would  like  to  place  on  record  the  help  and  assistance  I  have  received  from 
all  my  staff  and  workmen.  Their  co-operation  has  resulted  in  a  friendly  atmosphere 
in  the  department  that  has  produced  a  marked  degree  of  efficiency.  Councillor  G. 

A.  Parker,  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  has  been  a  great  help  and 
his  advice  and  sound  counsel  has  been  appreciated.

sixty— nino  bungalows  .Jid  twelve  houses  were  completed  by  the 
council  and  seven  oungalows  .and  twenty— nine  houses  by  private  development. 

Quite  the  most  important  development  was  the  appointment  of  Wardens  for  grouped 
dwellings  at  Great  tonton,  Pul  beck,  Ancestor  and  Cl^ypolc.  These  together  with 
Berks  ton,  Lolstcrworth  and  Great  Gonerby  bring  the  total  of  Warden  Schemes  to  seven 
and  a  total  oi  1 71  bungalows  where  the  elderly  tenants  are  in  communi cation  with  a 
Warden  whenever  the  necessity  arises. 

Having  such  facilities  is  reassuring  to  the  elderly,  especially  those  living 
by  themselves  whose  uiain  trouble  is  loneliness.  Progress  was  made  on  Community 
Centres  at  Barks  ton,  Ancestor  and  Great  Ponton  ,.jid  when  these  arc  completed  the 
tenants  will  have  the  opportunity  to  meet  together  instead  of  sitting  staring  at  the 
fire. 


The  Wardens  are  doing  an  excellent  job  and  arc  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
efficient  and  understanding  manner  in  which  they  carry  out  their  multifarious  duties. 
Patience  is  said  to  bo  a  virtue  but  in  this  instance  it  is  a  necessity,  and  it  would 
take  too  long  to  enumerate  all  the  little  tasks  they  carry  out  beyond  those  laid 
down  in  their  official  duties. 

The  Gypsies  are  still  with  us  and  it  would  be  wrong  to  report  good  progress 
having  been  made  during  the  year.  Planning  Permission  has  been  granted  by  the  Gestevcn 
County  Council  for  a  site  on  Spitalgatc  Hill  in  the  area  of  the  Grantham  Borough 
Council.  Whenever  a  site  of  this  nature  is  proposed  it  is  inevitable  that  opposition 
from  the  local  residents  will  be  strongly  expressed.  This  must  be  expected  as  the 
Gypsies  are  still  an  unknown  quantity  to  the  average  man  in  the  street  and  is  looked 
upon  as  a  rogue  and  a  vagabond.  There  is  a  definite  need  for  the  establishment  of 
these  sites  if  only  to  ensure  that  the  children  can  receive  the  benefit  of  education 
instead  of  growing  up  illiterate  as  at  present.  I  feel  most  people  appreciate  that 
the  problem  must  bo  tackled  and  would  favour  the  establishment  of  such  a  site- 
providing  it  is  not  situated  in  their  locality. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  accompanying  tables  that  the  Standard  and  Discretionary 
Grants  approved  during  the  year  showed  a  decrease  on  1965.  This  must  be  expected  as 
851  Discretionary  Grantfe*  and  178  Standard  Grants  have  been  approved  since  this 
scheme  started.  It  is  again  worth  noting  that  71a  were  in  respect  of  tenanted  houses 
raid  29a  for  owner-occupied.  This  is  the  exact  reverse  of  the  national  average  which 
gives  66%  of  owner-occupied  applications.  No  Improvement  Areas  were  declared  during 
the  year  and  a  survey  carried  out  in  seven  villages  which  have  sewers  showed  ohat 
of  a  total  of  843  houses,  680  already  have  bathrooms  installed.  These  figures  do 
not  include  Council  owned  property. 

The  number  of  applications  on  the  housing  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  showed 
a  slight  decrease  on  1 965 •  It  is  evident  that  the  need  is  not  so  urgent  as  in 
previous  years  and  applicants  are  more  selective  in  their  choice  of  houses  and  oven 
in  a  particular  part  of  a  parish.  At  one  time  applicants  would  accept  any  house 
offered  to  them  but  now  it  is  quite  common  for  the  offer  of  a  house  to  bo  turned 
down  because  of  its  locality  or  particular  type.  There  is  still  a  need  for 
accommodation  in  some  of  the  larger  parishes  for  the  bachelors  and  spinsters,  io 
offer  one  person  a  three-bedroomed  family  house  does  appear  to  bo  wrong'  ® 

bungalows  are  specifically  built  for  the  elderly  members  of  the  community.  With  the 
increase  in  rents  more  people  are  applying  for  two-bedroomed  units  oi  accommodation 
but  unfortunately  their  requirements  cannot  be  met  owing  to  the  lacx  oi  this  type 
of  accommodation.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

During  the  year  no  sewerage  schemes  were  completed  but  works  were  in 
progress  on  schemes  in  Barrowby,  Denton  and  Fulbeck.  In  the  case  of  Barrowby  agreement 
was  reached  with  tho  Grantham  Borough  Council  to  discharge  the  effluent  into  the  Borough 
sewers.  This  has  eliminated  a  further  sewage  works  in  the  area  and  obviously  cut  down 
the  maintenance  costs  and  larger  units  taking  more  villages  require  l6ss  maintenance 
than  a  number  of  smaller  plants  and  in  most  casQs  are  more  efficient  and  give  a  better 
effluent. 

Tenders  have  been  invited  for  sewerage  schemes  in  Manthorpe  and  Burton  Coggles 
and  work  should  commence  early  in  the  new  year. 

Plans  are  well  ahead  for  the  provision  of  new  sewage  works  at  Marsttn  for  the 
Grantham  Borough  Council  and  it  is  anticipated  that  work  will  commence  during  1967.  The 
existing  system  of  broad  land  irrigation  is  outdated  and  with  the  facilities  found  in 
the  modem  home  this  type  of  treatment  is  far  from  satisfactory  especially  for  those 
people  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  treated  areas.  Agreement  has  been  reached  with  the 
Grantham  Borough  Council  for  the  sewerage  schemes  from  Honington,  Barkston,  Belton, 
Gelston,  Hougham  and  Mars ton  to  be  connected  to  the  new  works.  Again  this  is  wise 
planning  tn  the  part  of  both  Councils  and  it  is  pleasing  to  see  such  co-operation 
existing  between  the  two  authorities. 

Last  year  in  the  Annual 'Report  I  emphasized  the  lack  of  Public  Conveniences 
for  the  travelling  public  on  the  major  roads  in  this  country.  These  I  feel  should  be 
sited  at  suitable  lay-bys  in  order  that  the  public  have  no  need  to  use  the  hedges  and 
fields  adjacent.  During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Committee  agreed  that  an  approach  be 
made  to  the  owners  of  Tony!s  Cafe,  a  large  transport  cafe  and  restaurant  on  the  A.I., 
with  a  view  to  the  toilets  being  made  accessible  to  the  public  and  the  Council  making  a 
contribution  towards  the  cq^t  of  .maintenance .  The  County  Council  were  also  approached 
with  a  view  to  erecting  advance  signs  on  both  carriageways  of  the  A.1.  commencing  at 
the  boundaries  of  the  district  on  both  the  North  and  South  bound  carriageways , 
indicating  the  availability  of  public  toilet  facilities.  This  will  go  some  way  in 
alleviating  the  nuisance  on  the  lay-bys  but  unfortunately  is  not  the  complete  answer. 

This  problem  can  only  be  satisfactorily  overcome  by  the  Ministry  of  Transport 
planning  such  facilities  at  regular  intervals  on  all  the  main  roads  in  the  County  and 
handing  over  maintenance  and  control  to  Local  Authorities.  Such  facilities  are  a 
necessity  and  until  they  are  provided  we  shall  still  have  to  endure  the  fouling  of 

hedges  and  fields  adjacent  to  lay-bys. 

Portable  toilets  were  provided  by  the  Council  for  the  benefit  of  organisers 
of  Garden  Fetes  etc,  held  in  those  situations  where  toilet  accommodation  is  not  readily 
available.  Transporting  of  these  facilities  is  charged  for  but  if  they  are  used  in  the 
Council Ts  area  no  charge  is  made  for  their  use.  During  the  year  they  were  used  by  a 
number  of  organisations  and  in  every  case  were  found  to  be  a  distinct  advantage  cvrer  the 
more  ’’Heath  Robinson”  accommodation  usually  found  at  such  events.  Ac  this  ser\  ice  be  coves 
more  widely  known  it  is  obvious  that  more  people  will  take  advantage  of  these  facilities.

.  T  ^lth  thc  appointment  of  Mr.  R.  C.  Wells  as  additional  Public  Health  Inspector 
111  July  it  yas  possible  to  devote  more  time  to  the  routine  inspection  of  food 
premises.  A  call  from  a  Public  Health  Inspector  from  time  to  time  stimulates  a 
little  more  care  on  the  part  of  the  shopkeeper. 


During  the  year  various  complaints  wer  received  of  food  not  being  of  the 
nature  or  quality  demanded 


A  worm  was  found  in  a  frozen  cod  fillet.  The  firm  concerned  wore 
notified  and  the  customer  reimbursed. 

A  complaint  was  received  that  sweets  when  eaten  by  a  family  were 
making  them  feel  sick.  These  were  sent  to  the  Public  analyst  who 
could  find  nothing  wrong  with  them. 

Slices  of  br'jad  which  had  what  appeared  to  have  oily  deposits  in 
the  bread  were  sent  to  the  Public  analyst  who  identified  them  as 
vegetable  oil  used  for  the  lubrication  of  the  machinery  in  the  Bake¬ 
house.  ihe  firm  w  re  notified  and  gave  the  assurance  that  they 
would  do  all  they  could  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  this. 

A  box  of  chocolates  affected  by  the  cacao  moth  was  brought  into  the 
Department.  The  manufacturers  were  notified  and  it  was  found  that 
the  chocolates  were  old  stock.  The  Shopkeeper  was  sent  a  warning 
letter  and  instructed,  to  have  the  premises  disinfested. 

Swabbing  of  utensils  was  carried  out  during  the  y ear  with  varying  results* 
Again  this  helps  to  spur  those  responsible  on  to  greater  efforts  and  in  most 
cases  subsequent  swabbings  showed  a  marked  improvement. 

Milk  sampling  was  carried  out  by  the  County  Public  Health  Officer  and  the 
results  reported  to  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

There  is  still  a  great  deal  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  coding  of  perishable 
foodstuffs  by  both  manufacturers  and  shopkeepers.  Unless  this  type  of  food  is 
coded  it  is  impossible  to  tell  how  long  it  has  been  in  stock  and  obviously  the 
longer  it  is  kept  the  more  chance  it  has  of  becoming  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

It  is  a  simple  matter  to  carry  out  coding  either  by  different  coloured  markings  or 
the  use  of  letters  or  marks  and  this  can  often  prevent  action  being  taken  against 
the  shopkeeper  in  a  Court  of  Law. 

Sight  Icecream  and  two  Lollie  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  and  submitted 
to  the  Fublic  Health  Laboratory  and  were  all  classified  as  Grade  I.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AM)  DISPOSAL. 


I  was  hoping  that  this  year  I  should  be  able  to  report  on  the  commencement  of 

a  weekly  refuse  collection.  This  unfortunately  has  not  Serialised  and  we  are  still 

having  to  suffice  with  a  fortnightly  collection.  The  Council  turned  this  down  because 

«f  the  increased  coot  of  collection,  which  must  of  necessity  be  more  than  with  the 

present  service.  The  Public  Health  CoSttee  have  this  service  veIy  much  in  mind  and 

when  the  financial  position  eases  I  am  sure  they  will  once  again  press  for  its  intro- 
duction. 


Paper  sacks  were  tried  out  by  various  members  of  the  Council,  the  majority  of 
whom  were  impressed  by  them,  being  cleaner  and  easier  to  handle  than  the  conventional 
dustbin.  Again  the  added  cost  is  a  deterrent  but  I  am  still  convinced  that  this  is  the 

best  system  of  refuse  storago  to  be  found  today  and  a  far  cleaner  method  of  collection 

than  the  dustbin. 


Permission  to  use  an  old  quarry  at  Heydour  for  the  tipping  of  refuse  was 
obtained  after  objections  from  the  Nature  Conservancy  and  the  Lincolnshire  River 
Authority.  Rare  Bee  Orchids  and  Woolly  Thistles  were  removed  to  an  adjacent  quarry  and 
this  •vercame  the  objections  for  the  Nature  Conservancy.  As  this  quarry  is  in  the  lime¬ 
stone  the  River  Authority  had  reason  to  be  suspicious  of  pollution  to  underground  water 
supplies,  but  the  Ministry  eventually  sanctioned  its  use  for  the  tipping  of  refuse. 

This  satisfied  a  much  wanted  need  in  the  North  Eastern  part  of  the  district  and  kept 
the  length  of  haul  down  to  a  reasonable  distanco.  It  is  cheaper  to  have  more  than  one 
tip  in  an  area  as  obviously  the  shorter  the  distance  the  vehicles  have  to  travel  to  tip 
the  quicker  the  collection.  As  opposed  to  this  one  central  tip  can  be  much  more 
efficiently  maintained. 

Although  the  tipping  of  refuse  is  tho  cheapest  means  of  disposal  the  method  is 
rather  archaic  and  the  time  must  soon  come  when  it  is  given  some  form  of  treatment 
before  tipping  takes  place.  Pulverisation  is  becoming  more  popular  and  although  the 
resultant  processed  refuse  has  to  be  eventually  tipped  the  bulk  has  been  considerably 
reduced  and  is  of  a  less  objectionable  nature. 

Like  all  »ther  Local  Authorities  we  are  experiencing  an  ever  increasing  amount 
of  refuse  to  deal  with*  The  weight  of  refuse  does  not  materially  differ  but  the  bulk 
gets  greater  every  year  and  with  central  heating  especially  by  gas,  electricity  and  #il 
becoming  more  popular  it  means,-* that  less  peoplo  are  able  to  bum  their  rubbish  and  it 
must  ultimately  finish  up  in  the  dustbin. 

The  monthly  collection  of  refuse  from  outlying  districts  has  proved  very 
acceptable  to  those  places  where  a  fortnightly  collection  would  be  very  costly.  The 
collectors  are  instructed  to  accept  all  household  refuse  including  bulky  items.  Where 
it:  is  impracticable  to  collect  them  #n  a  normal  run  the  vehicle  carrying  out  the 
monthly  collection  calls  when  he  is  in  the  area.  It  is  felt  that  if  this  type  of  refuse 
is  not  collected  residents  are  inclined  to  dump  such  items  on  the  roadside  verges  and 
by  picking  up  the  odd  three-piece  suite  etc,  this  nuisance  is  reduced  to  a  minimum. 
Unfortunately  we  still  suffer  from  the  litter  louts  who  dump  unwanted  articles  on  the 
roadside  verges  and  every  so  often  a  special  journey  has  to  be  made  to  clean  up  the 
countryside. 

The  public  are  allowed  access  to  the  tips  and  residents  of  the  Rural  District 
are  allowed  to  use  them  free  of  charge,  people  outside  the  District  being  charged  10/- 
per  load.  This  brought  in  an  income  of  £32-1 5-0d  during  the  year. 
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Tho  salvage  returns  show  an  increase  on  1965  and  the  men  are  to  be  commended 
for  the  extra  effort  they  have  made.  The  service  as  a  whole  is  working  extremely  well 
and  very  few  complaints  are  received  from  the  residents  in  the  district.

Rat  Bait  is  still  being  sold  to  the  public  and  at  a  reduced  rate  to  domestic  , 
premises.  No  rodent  operator  is  employed  and  any  large  infestations  are  dealt  with  by 
the  Council* s  Foreman.  This  is  not  altogether  satisfactory  as  time  does  not  allow  him 
to  carry  out  routine  sewer  treatments  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  alternative  arrange¬ 
ments  can  soon  be  made  in  order  that  this  necessary  service  can  be  more  fully  main¬ 
tained  . 

The  Refuse  Tips  and  Sewage  Works  are  dealt  with  Try  Rentokil  on  a  contract 
basis  and  this  has  proved  satisfactory.  Obviously  these  places  attract  rats  and 
systematic  baiting  prevents  breeding  taking  place  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  in 
the  vicinity  of  these  sites  rats  from  a  wid.e  area  are  attracted  and  quickly  destroyed.
